Speech of Mr. Stewart, of Penn. in De- 


fence of the Tariff and Distribution. 


Concluded. 


But this is not all Mr Van Buren says agHnst 


the protective policy—he says, "the 
period has 


passed away when a protective tariff can be kept 
up in this country,"that the tariff "increases the 
poor man's taxes in an in verge ratio to bis abili- 
ty to pay," and that direct taxation is a more 
equal and just system of revenue than duties on 
foreign goods. These, sir, are Mr Van Buren's 
opinions upon the tariff, as proclaimed to the 
world in his Indiana letter. 


But let us look a little into, the details and 


praeticle operation of this bill on the great agri- 
cultural,manufacturing, and mechanical interests 
of our country. 


In the first place it greatly reduces the duties 


on wool and woollens of all kinds; three-fourths 
ot the duties, and more, are taken from coarse 
cottons and calicoes; leatf is robbed of more than 
nine-tenths of its protection. But Pennsylvania 
seems to be singled out for destruction. 
Her 


iron, her coal, her glass, her paper, her sal,, and 
leather, are all struck down together, and we aie 
to go to England for iron, coal, glass, &c. Yes, 
sir, in 1842 we imported moie than four millions 
of bushels of coal,under a duty of $1 72 per ton, 
This oill reduces it to one dollar. Of course you 
must double, and doutless you will treble the 
quantity imported; and tor what? 
increase the 


revenue. A few day ago Pennsylvania passed 
a resolution unanimously instructing us to go for 
protection "without regard to revenue." Yes, 
sir, these are the words, pioteclion "without re- 
gard to revenue;" and here we are reversing the 
going for.a bill tor revenue without regard rule, 
to protection; voting for 2(^)00 copies of a 
report in favor ot this anti-tariff, anti-Ametican, 
and British bill. 


But this bill greatly, very ereatly, reduces the 


duties on whiskey, brandy, gin, and wine. 
We 


must import whiskey and brandy for revenue, 
and give the rich their wine at one half the pres- 
ent duty^and they imis^oij:ourse_ drink double 
tfie quaniily'of we loose revenue. 
What say 


you temperance men to this? You must all get 
drunk on foreign spirits to increase the revenue. 
Tax the pool by direct State laxalion,and let the 
rich indulge in wine, brandy,silks, and lacee, at 
lower rates! No, put the duties high on luxuries 
and distribute the proceeds ot the land ainonir, 
the States to relieve tlie poor from taxation.— 
Sir, pass this bill to lighten the burdens of the 
rich, while you double the burdens, leduce the 
wages, and destroy the labor of mechanics and 
the poor, and go home and hear what they have 
to say on the subject.

DISTRIBUTION ADVOCATED. 


From recent intelligence, coming in from all 


qaaiters, it is now manifest that we shall have 
a surplus revenue at the end of the year, inde- 
pendent of the proceeds of the public lands.— 
It then the tariff yields revenue enough, as 1 
doubt not it will, why not distribute tiie land 
proceeds among the Stales, to relieve their peo- 
ple from oppressive taxation ?... Pennsylvania, 
sir, owes a debt of forty millions of dollars,con- 
tracted in tiie prosecution of a stupendous, but 
ill advised, system of internal improvement, 
equally important to Ohio and the whole West, 
and hence she had claims for assistance on this 
Governmeat. 


(Mr McKay said, if she has contracted a debt 


of forty indl'Qfm let her pay it!) 


Sir, if you withhold her share of the public 


lands, how is-ahe to pay it? 
Her debt is now 


increasing, by thv 
addition of two 
millions 


annually, on account of interest. Slie could pay 
it by doubling and trebling the present he*vy 
taxalion, which now crush her people • to the 
earth. 
Yes, double the taxes of Pennsylvania, 


mid it would not pay the interest of her debt, 
let alone the principal. 


As a Pennsylvania^ therefore, 1 go for the 


measure of distribution M equally important to 
the non-indebted States; they receive an equal 
proportion of the proceeds of the lands, which 
could, be applied to purposes ot education or ot 
imprbvement,or to whatever the wisdom of their 
people may direct. 


This measure of distribution is a measure of 


relief to the Stales, and i now predict that we 
will have two parties ot this country—the "re- 
lief party," going lor distribution, and "the anti- 
relief and tax party," going for direct taxation. 
There were only two ways of paying the State 
debts—distribution or taxation; taxaiion! unmiti- 
gated taxation, now, henceforth, and foiever.— 
Which are you tor is the question, and gentle- 
men must meet it. They must either go for dis- 
tribution and relief, or for taxation and no relief 
They have their choice, they must make it and 
be responsible to the people. 


The improvements made by the States, and, 


which had been the great cause of involving 
them in debt, are highly benefical (p the United1 
States, in connection with the transportation m" 
the mails, the promotion of commerce among the 
States, and the defence of the country in time 
of war; and hence, the United St*tt« was bound 
lo help pay for them, by giving tue proceeds ct 
the public lands.
